TIRE EFFICIENCY TIPS 








Here are a few tire efficiency tips 
issued by the local distributors of 
Norwalk tires and tubes. By bear- 
ing them in mind, motorists will 
doubtlessly be able to pile up addi- 
tional mileage from the casings they 
repair. 

Don’t waste a big patch on a lit- 
tle nail hole puncture. You can get 
just as good results in a much more 
economical way. Pick out the hole 
till you have a nice clean perfora- 
tion, roughen with sandpaper, apply 
cement, allowing it to dry 25 or 30 
minutes, then roll up a small plug 
of tube stock just large enough to 
fill the hole. Cure five minutes on 
the flat plate. The pressure will 
form the rubber plug into a sort of 
rivet on the inside and the repair 
will hold just as well as a large 
bulky patch. ‘ 

In cementing tires before building, 
three coats should be applied. The 
| first coat should be thin because it 
is a priming coat, just as in paint- 
ing a building. The priming coat 
must get into the pores to form a 
foundation for the succeeding coats 
and a thin application serves this 
purpose. The first coat should be 
brushed in thoroughly and allowed 
30 mnutes to dry. The last coat 
is a light one and should dry from 
three to five hours according to at- 
mospheric conditions.

constitutional amendment, which 
reads as follows: 
“The provisions of this section 


SHALL NOT BE CONTROLLED OR 
LIMITED by any other provision of 
this constitution, except the pro- 
visions thereof, relating to the pas- 
sage and approval of facts by the 
legislature, and to the referendum 
thereof.” 

| Mr. F. A, Knight, a well-known 
| attorney of this state, who has given 
considerable study to this proposed 
amendment, states: “In this closing 
sentence we find the attempt to slip 
‘into that constitutional amendment 
a clause which would give a power 
beyond anything ever dreamed of in 
constitutional tinkering.” Also, “In 
no one of the numerous amendments 
of the constitution of the state of 
‘California, or of the United States, 














has so destructive a clause been in- 
serted as that which winds up the 
proposed social insurance amend- 
ment. It with one bold stroke at- 
tempts to wipe out the -basie law of 
the state of California as set forth 
in the constitution of this state and 
places the people of this state in 
the hands of a legislative commis- 
;sion. Wage-earmers, employers of 
labor, and taxpayers would surrender 
all rights guaranteed in the constitu- 
tion as far as they come in conflict 
with the desires of the social in- 
| Surance commission and the state 
legislature.” 

What is our state constitution but 
the anchor of our hopes, a_protec- 
tion against tyranny and oppression, 
against any encroachment upon indi- 
vidual rights? If this pernicious and 
obnoxious compulsory insurance 
amendment ‘cannot be controlled or 
limited by any other provision of 
our constitution, then it is evident 
that if put in force it could at one 
fell swoop be both the accuser and 
court of last resort. It could de- 
prive us of our bill of rights under 
the constitution including in part the 
following: Writ of habeas corpus, 
permission to give bail, the right of 
trial by jury, freedom of speech and 
press, the right to freely assemble 
together to consult for the common 
good, to instruct representatives, and 
to petition the legislature for redress 
of grievances, etc. 

Our school system could be made 
a clinic or experimental station for 
the exploitation of various health 
theories. Officials of the social in- 
surance commission could be station- 
ed in our homes to enforee the man- 
dates of this commission. A poll tax 
could be impcsed upon every indi- 
‘vidual of the state to fatten the po- 
litical hangers-on connected with 
this commission. 

Voters must understand that the 
legislature has power now to put in 
operation any reasonable system of 
health insurance. The hidden scheme 
of the proposed constitutional amend- 
ment is to equip the legislature and 
the social insurance commiesion 
with unlimited authority in matters 
relating to health insurance, and to 
infringe upon the rights of individ- 
uals—in other words, to break the 
government of Principle, “Live and 
let live,” and to establish the Ger- 
man slogans, “The state can do no 
harm,” and “Might is right.” 

At the general election in Novem- 
ber Vote NO en this proposed con- 
stitutiona! amendment, which wil! 
pear on the ballot as No. 20, d 
thereby protect the constitution and 
your own pocketbook. 
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
